An amendment to the charter of the SCHW changed the 
name of that organization to the SCEF, and listed Its purpose 
as being to improve the educational and cultural standards of 
the Southern people in accordance with the highest American 
democratic institutions, traditions, and ideals. The amendment 
was dated April 26, 19 ^ 6 .

Resolutions for printing extre copies, when 
presented to either House, shall be referred 
immediately to the Committee on House 
Administration of Lfce House of Representa¬ 
tives or the Committee on Rules and Admin¬ 
istration of the Senate, who, lh making their 
report, shall give the probable cost of the 
proposed printing upon the estimate of the 
Public Printer, and no extra copies shall be 
printed before such committee has reported 
(US. Code, title -14, ucc, 133, p 1937).

creates—in the long run, were this to be expanded on a. 
broad base where continual raises exceed the product^ and the 
profit of a business enterprise t- this only creates inflation, 
and you only create a vicious circle. If a man gets paid 
more, the man who employs him as a result is forced either to 
take a lower profit to reinvest into his business, or he must 
raise his prices. So, who gets hurt in the end but the very 
man who got the raise because he is going .to have to pay a b6 
higher price for the product.

The history lxx>k$ do not record thai 
any other nation, at one hundred year 
intervals* has been twice thrown into 
convulsive agitation over the impecu¬ 
nious demand of one class or race of 
people that they be absorbed into the 
society of another. In fact there is no 
other instance of such an occurrence. 
There must be, somewhere, a reason 
for the singularity of this situation. 

Perhaps it lies in the lack of racial 
pnde of the American Negro himself. 
The Negro writer, Manning Johnson 
says that due to lack of race pride, there 
is no immunity. I do not attempt to 
debase the Negro race, for its many

Ail such pretended 
laws are repugnani to and utterly 
destructive of the broad underlying 
principles and concepts of lhc principles 
under which we live>.and under which 
our nation has grown so great. These 
precepts arc, as stated above, many 
centuries older than the Constitution 
itself. They arc the elements out of 
which the Constitution was created. 


They are the imponderables of lhc 
uvi!izaunn of the Knglish speaking 
world, the imjxrrs4m.il law, the func¬ 
tional self-subsisting law, the greatest 
work of genius devised by the mind of 
mankind in the field of self govern¬ 
ment. 

Must we stand helplessly by and 
watch their desecration? In the name 
of freedom, freedom is being destroyed. 
In the name of liberty, liberty is being 
destroyed. "Oh, Liberty* what crimes 
are committed in they name."
